It bears upon the story printed in the 
St. Louis morning paper relative to cer- 
tain appointments for that city, ‘n 
which names were freely used, and 
though in a somewhat modified sort of 
way is a slap at the reporter who wrote 
the story, it ill conceals displeasure with 
Peptha Howe, from whom the names 


are alleged to have been obtained. Mr. 


Hadley said: 

“IT feel confident that Mr. Howe must 
have been misunderstood by the report. 
er who interviewed him, as he is quoted 
as saying things which are incorrect. IT 
never heard of the mention of Mr. Bix.

them this morning in the paper.

Johanna Tella Her Story. 

She recited her thrilling experience te 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in. the pres- 
ence of her mother Thursday.’ 

“I was coming from my grandma's, 
Mrs. Eliza Grass of 2689 Iewa avenue, 
about 530 p. m., 

“On Sidney street, between Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan avenues, two then 
in a buggy drove, up to the curb close 
to where I was walking. 

“One of them said, ‘Say, Ittle girl, 
don’t you want a dollar?’ I paid no at- 
tention and walked on. Suddenly, I 
heard a noise and, looking around, I saw 
one of the. men spring from the buggy 
to the sidewalk. He started toward me 
and I ran as fast as I could. He caught 
me at the corner of the alley between 
Minneapolis and Sidney streets. I 
screamed for help. The other man in 
the buggy drove up to where I was 
and they lifted me into the buggy.

“Just then I saw three men coming 
across the street. They called to the 
men to let me go, but they wouldn't 
jand started away with great speed.

Mrs. Trapp said that kidnapers tried 
to take her daughter, Marthay five years 
ago, and since that time she impressed 
on Johanna and the other child the

Can Find No Witnesses.

FIRST JOINT REBUKE 





Two Presidents Have Been 
Condemned, but Only 
by One Branch. — 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—For the first 
time in history a President of the 
United States is to be censured by joint 
action of the Senate and House. On two 
previous occasions a chief executive 
has been the suv of condemnatory 
resolutions, but the two branches of 
Congress did not co-operate to express 
disapproval. , 

The House criticized President Tyler 
and the Senate rebuked President Jack- 
son. ot 

In replying to President Roosevelt's 
observations regarding Congress and 
‘the limitations put on the employment 
of the Secret Service the Senate and 
House will act in harmony. 

Speaker Cannon and _ Kepresentative 
Tawney, Payne, Dalzéll and other 
House leaders conferred and a tentative 
arrangement was made that Represen- 
tative Tawney, chairman of thé Appro- 
priations Committee, where the obje:- 
tionable prevision restraining the em- 
ployment of the Secret Service was’ in- 
serted in the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, should offer a resolution of 
censure. 

The Senate leaders were no less pro- 
voked. The Democrats served notice 
on the Republicans that if they did not 
resent the insu&% the Democrats woud 
take the initiative. The Republicans 
decided that the House should make 
the opening attack as the legislation 
criticism originated in that body. 

House te Take Initiative, 

The following program was outlined 
bythe House leaders: 

Representative Tawney will ask for 
the appointment of a select committee 
to take up that portion of the Presi- 
dent’s message referring to the Secret 
Service and report to the House what 
action shall be taken. The House will 
be virtually pledged to stand by the re- 
port of this select cemmittee. 

Debate will necessarily follow in both 
the Senate and House. The President's 
defenders wil: come to his assistance 
and an opportunity will Be presented 
for those who disMke Mr. Roosevelt to 
say all about him they care to put on 
record. . - 

‘The predictien is that the joint resolu- 
tion, if properly framed, will be adopted 
in both branches of Congress. 

“Shadowed” Women, 

There has been complaint recently 
from Iégislators, publicly and privately 
that secret service men were detalléd to 
shadow members of Congress, includ- 
ing Senator Foraker and Representa- 
tives Tawney and ‘Smith; that these 
men were used in running down the 
record of Mrs. Minor Morris when she 
was forcibly ejected from the White 
House; that letters to members of Con- 
gress were opened by them. The 
charge was made that the number of) 
men in the secret service had gradually 
multiplied until nearly 3000 appeared on 
the rolls where but 155 jhad been be- 
ee and that funds were being di- 
verted from other appropriations to pay 
this army. - 

The amount allowef in the shape of 
salaries for the Chief of the Secret 
Service and his employes was $161,120: 
the sundry civil carries $155,000 for the 
“suppression of crime.” 

It is declared a limitation was placed 
vn the employment of the secret service 
because information reached the House 
Appropriations Committee that secret 
gervice men were used to follow the 
wife of a naval officer to’ procure evi- 
)dence for divorce proceedings. 

John E. Wiikie, head of the secret 
service, was formerly a police reporter 
and later a city editor in Chicago.

Two important developments bearing 
on the natural gas situation in St. 
Louls indicate that Theodore N. Barns- 
dall, applicant for a %5-cent franchise, 
is an agent or a “dummy” for the 
Standard Oll Co., and that he has lost 
control of the Indian Territory Illumi- 
nating Oll Co., from which he expect- 
ed to get a large quantity of natural 
gas if he got the St. Louis franchise. 

With Barnedall’s men ousted from the 
directory of the Territory Illuminating 
Oil Co., its policy will be to keep ,the 
natural gas in Oklahoma for domestic 
consumption. . 

Barnsdall is interested in other gas 
lands in Oklahoma than those controlled 
by the Indian Territory Illuminating Oil 
Co., but the loss of this gas would seri- 
ously cripple his supply. The two Ok+ 
lahoma men put into the Board of Dt- 
rectors are absolutely opposed to piping 
gas out of that State. 

Contracts produced in New York in 
| the Government’s ouster suit against 
the Standard show that the Oil Trust 
has complete control of the fields in 
which Barnsdall operated in Oklahoma. 
The contracts were demanded by Frank 
B. Kellogg, counsel for the Government, 
to explain the Standard’s ioan of §$7,500,- 
000 to Barnsdall on security consid- 
ered not gilt-edge. Mr. Kellogg. re- 
ceived the contracts from tle Standard 
Oil attorney, who got them in Pitts- 
burg.

If it is a genuine likeness of the baby 
ruler of the Celestial Kingd6m he is, in- 
deed, a remarkable child. Hsuantung 
will not be three years old until Feb. 
ll, next, yet this portrait might readily 
be taken.to be that of a body of 10 or 12. 

Fhe name Hsuantung, under which the 
Emperor will rule, signifies literally 
“promulgating universally.”’. It is* re- 
garded as an indication of the approach- 
ing proclamation of a Chinese consti- 
tution. 

The infant Emperor is Pu Yi, a son 
of Prince Chun, the next younger 
brother of the late Bmperor _Kwangsu. 
Kwangsu married a niece of the Dow- 
ager Empress’ 20 years ago, but there 
was never any issue from the wnion. 
Prince Chun is regent. 

Pu Yi's coming to the throne is said 
to be the beginning of the end of petti- 
coat rule in China.. The Dowager Em- 
press Tsu Hsj died on Nov. 15 last on the 


Kwangsu. She had ruled,with an iron 
hand for half a century. Pu Yi’s step- 
méther, the Dowager Empress isYeho- 
nala, it is reported, has already’ been 
made to understand that she would bet- 
ter keep her hands off affairs of state, 
and has quietly withdrawn into the 
background of the court. The.horde of 
concubines who were attached to the 
suite of Kwangsu -have been. pensioned 
and told to take themselves beyOnd the 
precincts of the palace.

PUPIL RULE 





HE most revolutionary note ‘yet 
sounded in the management of 
our public schools is the new agi- 

tation for a completely republican form 
of ‘government in which all just pow- 
ers. are derived from the consent of the 
pupils. Miss Bertha H. Smith writes of 
this interesting subject in the Atlantic. 
In large schools, she says, every sort 
of question of discipline arises. There 
is stealing, there is selfishness of every 
kind, there. is “bulling and browbeat- 
ing On the part of older and stronger 
boys, and the fear of force and influence 
on the part of the weaker, beside all 
the petty annoyances, from note-scrib- 
bling to the kicking of tin cans down the 
aisle during class. As homes are becom- 
ing less and less homes-in the real sense, 
the responsibility of molding the char- 
acter of boys and girls is being more 
and more shifted to the public schools, 
and perhaps at no time !n the history of 
public schools has school discipline re- 
quired more judgment, more firmness, 
or more tact, than today. And _ the 
habitual optimist may score a _ point 
when, instead of reverting to the peda- 
gogic principle of ‘‘No lickin’, no larn- 
in’,”’ there is put in practice the demo- 
cratic dogma of government of the peo- 
ple, for the people, by the people. 
The authority of these self-government 
committees does not stop short of actual 
suspension, although in taking this last 
Step the principal is invariably con- 
Sulted. But the greatest strength of 
self-government work lies in the fact 
that the offender is tried before a jury 
of his peers. It is not some middie- 
aged, unsympathetic person, who has 
forgotten he was ever young and law- 
less, who sits in judgment, but a room- 
ful of the offender's school-fellows— 
possibly some of his or her best friends.

FOR NEW YORK 


A. A. U. President Plans Interna- 
tional Athletic Contests to 
Take Place in 19114.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—James E. Sul- 
livan, president of the Amateur Athletic 
Association, said today that an interna- 
tional athletic meet would be held in 


America in 1911 which weuld be virtual- 
ly an Olympic meet. 

Mr. Sullivan has had thie idea ever 
since the return of the victorious Yas- 
kee team from the London athletic 
games, where “Pop” Knickcrbocker 
spread himself in one of the biggest 
demonstrations in the recent years. The 
success of the American atialetes and 
‘their welcome home by the people of 
New York set Mr. Sullivan to thinking. 
“Why cannet New York have an 
tympiad where the citizens of America 
can see the bone and the sinew of the 
United States battle against the world’s 
best athletes?” Mr. Sullivan asked him- 
self. “Our men have swept the boards 
in every recent international meeting. 
yet the American people have not had 
a chance to see their heroes turn the 
trick. New it is up to us to provide ar 
Olympiad that will attract athletes of 
every clime so that the people here 
can see fer themselves what these 
games are like and cheer their repre- 
sentatives ‘to victory.’’ 

Mr. Sullivan was asked where in New 
York the Olympic games could be held. 
“Well, there is Celtic Park and also 
Travers Island,’ he replied, ‘“‘but neither 
place seems suitable for such a meet- 
ing, and besides, theré wouldn’t be room 
enough for the crowds: But don’t wor- 
ry about a place for the games.* Before 
1911 New York will have the greatest 
stadium and athletic neld in the world. 
I cannot divulge anything concerning 
the proposed stadium at present, but I 
am not dreaming when I say it is my 
honest belief that before 1911 New York 
City will have the greatest amphithea- 
ter of modern times. 

“In this stadium the Olympiad cf 1911 
will be held, and it will be ideally adapt- 
ed fer such a meet. The track and ath 
letio field not only will be the best in 
the world, but will ve surrounded by 
stone stands that wil! seat fifty or sixty 
thousand persons. The stadium will be

Tommy paid $11.88 to let the 
Post}Dispatch readers know how things 
are going. 

It takes only a glance at the Austra- 
lian papers to see how remarkable is 
the interest in the coming Burns-John- 
son fight. Burns, the champion, has 
made a tremendous.hit in Australia, the 
new eldorado of pugilism. And John- 
son, by his gigantic stature and his 
panther-like skill in poxing, has no 
deubt made himselr an object of awe 
to the natives, although he has been 
training there only a month or s0. 
That Johnson has made an impression 
is proven by the laconic statement, 
“betting even.’’ The negro’s size has 
offset to a degree Burns’ easy victories 
over Australian fighters. 

Tommy has taken up the old stunt, 
invented by. Bob Fitzsimmons, of 
charging admittance to his training 
quarters. No doubt, seeing him in 
action is well worth whatever he 
charges. And even if this is only a 
small sum, the receipts from 6000 
people daily fox_g/month or more will 
add materially to the $86,000 that he is 
cleaning up in Australia in his three 
fights, and his few weeks’ of theatri- 
cal work at $650 a night.

Whew! Tommy is surely making & 
great clean up. Beside the $86,000 in di- 
rect earnings, he has this training camp 
money, and the receipts from the mov- 
ing picture film that he is to take to 
England soon after the fight.

Up to this 
time Mrs. Boone says she had been hit 
i. the @ye and slapped in the face by

“When my sister wouldn't get out I 
struck her in the face with a fire 
shovel,”’ said Mrs. Boone. “She had her 
2-year-old child in her arms, and I am 
sorry to say the shovel scraped his 
face. I didn’t mean to hurt the child. 

Several men in the neighborhood, at- 
tracted by the noise, went to the house 
to step the fight, About the time they 
arrived: Mrs. Boone observed Mrs, Cal- 
vin peering in at the glass window in 
the door. 

"I picked up an iron vase and hurled 
it at her with all my might,” said Mrs, 
Boone. * “It hit the door nearby, and 
was broken into a thousand pleces.

The deal was ratified about 1 p. m. 
Thursday.
